turning out facts and figures under 
a piece-work system. 


The enumerator who came, 
or 


who will come, knocking at the 
door to include your tiny thread of 
information in the groat fabric of 
fact is being paid "by the piece," so 
much per person and so much per 
farm enumerated. The pay envel- 
opes vary somewhat according to 
conditions, for instance, the camp- 
ing out women census taker down 
in Texas who must travel 80 miles 
before she makes her first enumer- 
ation, is receiving a 
higher rate 


than the enumerator who is swiftly 
tallying the inmates of a peniten- 
tiary, all of whom are undoubtedly 
present and already a matter ot 
record. 


The 1930 rate of pay was not an- 


nounced by the census bureau, but 
it was said it would average from 
.$5 to $8 per day. In the census of 
1920 
nearly all enumerators were 


paid 4 cents per name and 30 cents 
per farm. 


Census workers are putting in as 


much overtime as they choose, the 
one rule being that the job has to 
be done in two weeks In urban cen- 
ters and one month In the rural 
districts. 


All the census workers are striv- 


ing for thoroughness as well 
as 


speed. They arc expected to enum- 
erate about 95 per cent of the popu- 
lation the first time through a dis- 
trict, and to go back soon thereaf- 
ter and catch up the loose ends. 


The supervisors aro als0 paid by 


the job, a flat $1800 plus an addi- 
tional $1 for each 
1000 
persons 


counted within his district and for 
each 100 farms therein. Thirty of 
these supervisors arc women. It is 
a six months' job for each super- 
visor with the promise that he will 
be paid off as soon as he counts 
and announces the population for 
each several divisions,

SERIES OF BLASTS ' 
IN FIREWORKS PLANT 
PENNSYLVANIA TOWN 


SEVERAL KILLED AND MANY 
OTHERS INJURED IN TER- 
RIFIC EXPLOSIONS TODAY 


PHILADELPHIA, April 3, 
(/P)—At least nine persona 


were killed and 
scores of 


others injured in a series of 
explosions today at the plant 
of the Pennsylvania Fire 
Works Display 
Company, 


Inc., at Devon, 16 miles west 
of Philadelphia. About 35 injured 
persons were taken to the Bryn 
Mawr hospital. 
Most of the dead and Injured 


were employes of the plant. Other1; 
bodies were found in the debris. 
They were badly burned. 


The plant consisted of ten small 


buildings on a seven acre tract of 
land near the Pennsylvania rail* 
road's main line to the west. 
Like a roar of a battery of artil- 


lery the first explosion, let loose ab 
about 9:50, sending: debris through 
the air for long distances. 
Two 


other detonations followed Imme* 
diateiy, and for twenty 
minutes' 


there were explosions like the rat- 
tle of machine guns. 
The heavy 


detonations were felt more than 
twenty miles' away. 
The 
blasts 


were distinctly felt in the upper 
part of Philadelphia and in New 
Jersey. 
i 


Many windows in a Pennsylvania 
railroad local train at Devon sta- 
tion were broken and some of the 
passengers cut 
by glass. They 
were treated 
and 
sent to their 


homes. 
After the explosion-hun* 


dr'cds of persons crowded the four 
tracks of the railroad. 
Railroad 


men summoned help from the Val- 
ley Forge.-Military academy and 
250 cadets went on duty patrolling 
the railroad.

of 
log-rolling and 


trading. 
• Various newspapers have 
recorded as a definite fact 
that the President has de- 
cided to do this. It might be 
urged that this is not the first 
time that the President has 
been credited with a decis- 
ion as to the tariff. The jibe 
is undeserved. When it was 
printed on equally good au- 
thority that Mr. Hoover was 
pleased with the Democrat- 
ic-Progressive coalition tar- 
iff production, that was true 
for the moment. 
It was 


equally true that lie was sat- 
isfied with the original Haw- 
ley production, which first 
launched the towering rates 
'on an unsuspecting country. 
It was likewise true at the 
time that he had no fault to 
find with the Smoot combi- 
nation in the Senate when it 
erected a superstructure on 
the House tower. 


Naturally, this uncertain- 


ty about the 
President's 


stand at various times has 
produced considerable criti- 
cism. 
Senator Connally, of 


Texas, said the other day: 
"In the welter of conflicting 
views, statements and inter- 
pretations as to the kind of a 
tariff bill the President de- 
sires it appears that Mr. 
Hoover is facing the tariff in 
all directions." 


"If," 
suggests the New 


York Evening World in an 
editorial comment on this 
phase of the administration, 
"the special friends of the 
President are hurt at the

fy the cynicismV" asks the 
editorial. "More than a year 
will have been required to 
win this victory of Grundy 
over the President of the 
Message, and in the end, be- 
hold the President in the 
Grundy procession bearing a 
banner!"

SHOULD USE MORE MILK 


THE 1930 SPRING DRIVE 


In view of the general ef- 


fort now being made by the 
agricultural 
leaders 
and 


general business interests in 
the South, and by the agri- 
cultural colleges and exten- 
sion services of the Cotton 
States, to get the farmers to 
produce more livestock and 
more of other kinds of crops 
instead of .too much cotton, 
the present is a highly op- 
portune time to emphasize 
the fact that every Southern 
farm should keep a cow or 
two to furnish milk and but- 
ter for the home table, says 
0. E. Reed, chief of the Bu- 
reau of Dairy Industry, U. S. 
Department of Agriculture. 


"On thousands of farms in 


the South there are no dairy 
cows at all, and on thou- 
sands of other farms where 
but one cow is kept there 
might be another one or two 
kept to advantaage, depend- 
ing upon the number of peo- 
ple on the form for whom 
food 
must 
be 
provided, 


whether this food is produc- 
ed on the farm or bought, 
says the Federal dairy chief. 


"With a cow or two on 


the farm, in the case of the 
average farm in the cotton- 
growing parts of the South," 
says Mr. Reed, "the family 
would be better nourished 
and healthier, 
the 
land 


would be enriched so that 
crop production would be 
more profitable, and the out- 
lay of cash money for feed.- 
irig the farm family 
would 


be reduced materially. Milk 
and butter and other prod- 
ucts made from milk, are 
highly nutritious, are digest- 
ed easily, are builders of 
bodily 
resistance 
against 


poor health and disease, and 
contribute much to the en- 
joyment of meals. Not only 
are they palatable in them- 
selves, but they also add pal- 
atablity to other foods. 


"On the average farm, in 


most sections of the South, 2 
to 4 acres of land of medium 
to good fertility will support 
1 good dairy cow, and will 
furnish the forage, hay, and 
grain necessary for 
main- 


taining her in good produc- 
tion," says Mr. Reed. 
"In 


the case of the higher pro- 
ducing cow, it may be neces- 
sary to buy small amounts of 
wheat bran, cottonseed meal 
or other protein 
concen- 


trates to "balance the home- 
grown feeds in the ration. 


"Many 
Southern crops 


hasten to his defense. 
But

DANGER IN COLDS. 


How unfortunate it is that 


scientists who have been 
searching for the cause and 
cure of the common cold did 
not succeed before spring' 
brought another open season 
for colds. 
More colds are 


contracted in the spring than 
any other time in the year 
and it is popularly believed 
the 
late-spring variety of 


cold is the most difficulty to 
cure. 


Spring thaws, rains, sud- 


den changes in temperature 
and balmy days that cause 
one to discard winter's rai- 
ment with reckless abandon 
will keep half the popula- 
tion sneezing and blowing 
until warm weather decides 
to put in the summer here. 


Science and mothers have 


evolved many preparations 
and methods of treatment 
that afford some relief for a 
"mean cold" and sometimes 
stop them on the way, but 
they have been slow to find 
an 
infallible 
preventive. 


Some panaceas succeed with 
one patient and fail with the 
next. 
I 


One promising discovery 


was made through experi- 
ments conducted during the 
winter. 
It was found that 


among persons ,given baths' 
twice a week in the ultra-vio- 
let rays of a mercury vapor 
lamp there is 50 per 
cent 


greater freedom from colds. 
The rays, it is believed, in- 
crease the resistance of the 
blood to the germs that 
cause colds and strengthen 


are suitable for milk pro- 
duction. 
For pasture the 


South has the grasses, or a 
mixture of grasses and clov- 
ers, For silage it has these 
crops—corn, the sorghums, 
milo, soy beans, peas, oats, 
and others, and-mixtures of 
some of these. 
For hay, 


grow alfalfa, soy beans, clo- 
ver, lespedeza, cowpeas, or 
other 
legumes, 
or sudan 


grass. If the cow is a com- 
paratively 
high producer, 


and you grow soy beans, 
oats, corn, barley, kafir, or 
other small grains to feed 
her, 
add some high-protein 


concentrate, such as cotton- 
seed meal, to her ration. 
Limited amounts of straw, 
cottonseed hulls, corn stover, 
or other roughages of the 
sort, can be fed with econ- 
omy when the cow is getting 
a legume (high-protein) hay 
of good quality. 


"The dairy cow has a very 


important part to play in cut- 
ting down the coat of farm 
living and diversifying agri- 
culture in the South. Diver- 
sification—putting the egg.s 
in more than one basket in- 
stead of in just one, cotton— 
has a very important part to 
play in Southern agriculture. 


"Speaking of the average 


farm, whether it be South or 
North, diversification means j 
greater profit'and more re-1 
liable 
income from farm-1 


ing."

WAGNER'S WIDOW 


DIED TUESDAY IN 


GERMAN CAPITAL 


FRAU COSIMA WAGNER WON 
FAME FOR NOTED COMPOS- 


ER AFTER HIS DEATH 


Frau Cosima Wagner 


Dies At Age of 92 


BERLIN, 
April 


Cosima Wagner, widow of the fa- 
mous composer, Richard Wagner, 
died today. 
Fran Wagner had been confined' 
to her bed for the past three years, 
during which time she seemed fre- 
quently at the point of death. Her 
Illness was said to be sheer weak- 
ness froni her age. She was 92. 
Daughter and wife of two o£ the 
world's greatest musicians, Cosima 
Wagner held a unique place in this 
musical world as the real builder 
of Richard Wagner's world-wide 
reputation. 
She played an even greater role 
than King Ludwig II in promoting 
the genius of Wagner. 
To 
her 
sympathetic assistance as much as 
to the Bavarian King's financial 
patronage, it was 
felt 
that the 


world owed the, Ring operas, ''The 
Meistersinger" and "Parsifal." 
Bayreuth Festivals. 
After her 
husband's death in 


1883, Frau Wagner devoted 
all 
her ability and energy to the con- 
secration of his memory by 
the 
great 
Bayreuth 
festivals. 
She 


achieved financial as well as artis- 
tic success in the festivals and con- 
tinued to direct them personally 
until the later years of her life 
when she turned the task over" to 
her only son, Siegfried Wagner. 
Frau Wagner was born in 183!) 
at Bellagio, on Lake 
Como, the 
daughter of Franz Liszt and the 
Countess Marie d'Agoult who had 
left her husband in Paris for the 
celebrated pianist. As her mother 
was a gifted writer, widely known 
under the name of Daniel Stern, 
Cosima spent her childhood in an 
environment of musical and liter- 
ary people. Thus, at the age of 13, 
she first saw Richard Wagner. 
Her parents having separated, 


Cosima was sent to Germany to 
grow up under the care of Frau 
von Beulow. 
At 19 she was mar- 


ried to her guardian's son, Hans 
von Beulow, director of the Wei- 
mar orchestra. A few years later 
she again met Richard Wagner, the 
man who was to dominate her life. 
Although not 
legally 
separated 


from von Beulow until 1870, the 
second romance of her life began 
Wagner. 
Brilliant and Striking. 


Thereafter for 20 years, before 
as well as after her marriage to 
Wagner at Luzerne in 1870, 
she 
presided over musical salona that 
have few equals in history. 
Al- 
ways a brilliant conversationalist 
and possessing a striking person- 
ality, Frau Wagner, in spite of her 
thin, almost angular figure 
and 


somewhat masculine features, had 
a rare charm and fascination for 
all with whom she came in con- 
tact. 


She was the mother of three 


daughters by von Beulow, while 
the son Siegfried, and a daughter 
Eva were born of her marriage to 
Wagner. Eva Wagner became the 
wife of the English writer, Hous- 
ton Stuart Chamberlain. 


Enfeebled by her advanced age, 
Frau Wagner during her latter 
years was confined much of the 
time to her bed. She had lost her 
sight almost completely and re- 
ceived few people outside her chil- 
dren and occasionally one of her 
numerous grandchildren. 
One of 
the rare exceptions to the rule was 
General Ludendorff, to whom Frau 
Wagner and her son at one time 
were accused of having given large 
sums for the monarchistlc cause. 


Made Husband's Work Known. 
With remarkable vitality and en- 
ergy, Cosima Wagner, after 
her 
husband's 
death, 
undertook 
to 
make his work known to the world. 
Almost single handed, she develop- 
ed the Bayreuth Wagne.r season 
into an artistic event of interna- 
tional importance, to which people 
of all countries flocked by thous- 
ands. 


Her methods at times were con- 
demned as domineering by some of 
her associates, among them Mad- 
ame Lilli Lehm^nn, the famous 
soprano. The latter returned 
to 
sing in the Ring at Bayreuth, con- 
fident in the memory of 
having 


been personally coached by Wag- 
ner himself in the role of a Rhine 
maiden in 1876, at one of the ear- 
liest festivals. In her opinion, that 
entitled her to full freedom of in- 
terpretation in her role, but she 
was confronted with flat contradic- 
tion on several points from Cosi- 
ma Wagner. She justified herself 
calmly 
by

"Didn't your father hava it that 
way?" 
" 'I believe you are right, moth-

swer," Madame Lehmann wrote in 
her memoirs,

a success of the festivals.

her husband's direction they lost 
money steadily and went so deeplv 
into debt that Wagner in his 70th 
year was obliged to undertake a 
traveling director's contract. Un- 
der the management of Frau Wag- 
ner from 1883 to 1913 the festivals . 
earned her a fortune 
estimated ' 


just before the World War at $5,- 
000,000. Income Reduced. 
That, unfortunately, was invest- 


ed in securities that became near-

een the terms Semetic, Hebrew 


and Jew be made, and the import- 
ance of the birthright, which car-

Contentions over the birthright 
was the cause of practically eve2y 
war 
before 
the time of Jesus 


Christ, the speaker declared, with 
warring factions representing eld- 
er sons which renounced 
birth- 
rights fighting to regain them.

above terms, the speaker turned 
his remarks to the origin of na- 
tions today, and the possible align-, 
mcnt of world powers to keep the 
gospe! alive throughout the world. 
The present alignment of 
Great 


Britain, America and Japan in in- 
ternational diplomacy was signifi- 
cant, the speaker declared, 
and 


wa» prophesied iri the Bible. 


Population of the world follow- 
ing the Exodus and Babylonian 
captivity for the tribes of Israel 
was traced in a very interesting 
way by the evangelist, who sug- 
f ssted the possible colonization of 


urope and the British Isles by 
bands of Israelites. 
In discussing the present status 


of the United States, the speaker 
declared that it was the greatest 
nation today, holding the balance of 
power In international diplomacy 
and most wealth. The country, he 
stated, was blessed in havin? pres- 
idents who have believed 'in the 
power of prayer and reverence for 
God.

'Mr. Nichols stated that the de- 
partment was following a policy 
inaugurated about three years ago 
.when merchants and others were 
prevented from using the land ad- 
jacent to the highways, and the ac- 
tion against the candidates is in 
keeping with that policy. He as- 
serted that the regulations would 
be' enforced to the letter of the 
Jaw. 


The letter from the engineer fol- 
lows: 
3To all division engineers: 
j,This being campaign year will 
m& very soon faced with the prob- 
lem of candidates' posters and oth- 
er advertising information of that 
nature on state 
highways. 
We 
have, for the past 
three years, 


barred advertising from the rights- 
of-way and -this 
has prevented 


merchants and others from using 
said rights-of-way 
for informing 
the traveling public of their wares. 


Two years ago we did not inter- 


fere with candidates' posters for 
the reason that many thousands 
of them were already on the rights 


f_,of-way before we were aware of 
T.he extent of the problem, but we 
yrish this year to consider such 
signs of the same nature a,s mer- 
chants' or business men's adver- 
tising and prohibit their erection 
en the rights-of-way. 


We consider that with such no- 
tice given in advance it will not 
be detrimental to anyone and will 
be fair to all, and the commission

merchants or others advertising. 


You should see that every section

Christendom's Sign of Life 


Profound Philosophy of the Cross-Principle, Which 


Puts Depth Into Eyes and Fortitude into Hearts

—When Jesus faced His Fate.

Over in Russia the Soviets arc 


tearing down the cross. They hate 
it, as the symbol of religion 
and 


also ar> the expression of the old 
life of the nation.. 
They abhor 


the cross, and all that, it repre- 
sents, because their philosophy is 
purely material; 
and they 
are 


promising a present paradise for 
everybody in which there will be 
no suffering. 


In this policy. Soviet Russia is 


Riving the surest sign of its failure. 
Even a pafiran thinker knows that 
the cross-principle cannot be elim- 
inated from human 1'ie. 
And the 


Christian also knows that 
the 


Cross of Christ, which has been in- 
creasingly 
victorious throughout 


the earth for nineteen centuries, 
is not going clown to defeat before 
the attacks of a crowd of infidc! 
bolsheviks in the unhappiest land 
in the world. The church may be 
crucified in Russia, but only 
to 
have a triumphant resurrection. 


"Tn Hoc Signo Vlnccs" 
We are so used to Christianity 


that we have lost 
all 
sense of 


amazement over the cross- teach- 
ings and cross-experience of Jesus. 
Even His dearest friends and clos- 
est companions could not really 
comprehend this new and startling 
idea. Those who from the first ec- 
cepted His claims to Messiaship 
expected Him to declare Himself 
a king and conqueror, and to set up 
a worldly empire. 
Their minds 


worked along conventional lines 
and according to ordinary prece- 
dents. They would have been con- 
tent with a revival of David's little 
kingdom in the circumscribed area 
along Ihe northeastern shore of the 
Mediterranean. 
The vastness of 


the Christ's spiritual kingdom was 
beyond the range of their natural 
comprehension. 


'So Jesus took the twelve apart 


with Him to the region above the 
lake, and. in what is often called 
''The Pasison of the North," open- 
ed His heart to them and showed 
them the Cross thereon. 
Plainly, 


in unmistakeable words. He por- 
trayed His own cruel fate of cru- 
cifixion that was impending. The 
burden that He bore hourly In His 
innermost spirit, 
He permitted 


them to glimpse for a brief instant: 
showing them that they, too, and 
all who would be His 
disciples, 


must walk the solitary way of the 
Cross. 


E,ven so, in this season of Inti- 


mate self-revelation by their sym- 
pathy-seeking Friend the disciples 
were blind to the ful limport of 
what Jesus wanted them to under- 
stand. A Bit of Local Color. 


Few travelers ever see Caesarea 


Phillppi, the scene of this tremen- 
dous experience of Christ and the 
disciples. 
The modern name Is 


Banias, or Fanias. after the temple 
to the Greek God Pan 
which is 


there. 


These very names invest the spot 


•with dramatic significance. 
"Cae- 


sarea Philipni" recalls two projects 
of imneraialism—those of Philip of 
Macedon and of the Roman Cae- 
sars. And "Pan" stood 
for the 


pleasure-loving 
philosophy which 


the Greeks had bound up in their 
religion. 


As Jesus underwent the agony 


of a fearless fronting of his fate, 
He WHS thus surrounded by the 
symbols of a world that was the di 
rect antithesis of the cross-princi- 
ple. Indeed, the very name of tho 
cros was at. that time odious and 
degrading, as an emblem of crim- 
inality 
and 
base 
punishment. 


Amidst this environment, Jesus es- 
tablished t'i" -yivbol of death as 
the sip-n of life. 
The lesson takes 


an added poignancy from its back- 
ij.CV.-'M. 


['(•(IT anil the Eacy Way. 


Paradoxical Peter, the mercurial 


man who would have made a typi- 
cal modern, in a flash of spiritual 


perception and loyal recognition, 
had acclaimed the Master as the 
Messiah. 


Then, when Jesus, bursting with 


hunger for sympathy and fellow- 
ship in His suffering from those 
whom He loved best, set forth tho 
ominous portent of the Cross, Pe- 
ter would have none of it. Impul- 
sively, with an absurd assumption 
of authority, he forbade the Master 
to tread the "Via Dolorosa"—and 
was likened unto Satan for his 
presumptuous blunder. 


Our day would vote for Peter's 


I plan. We are all for the easiest 
| way. 
Our politics, our philoso- 


i phies, our sciences, all are aimed at 


making life comfortable and pleas- 
ant and painless. 
Soft 
circum- 


stances arc the contemporary so- 
cial goal. 


Sturdy souls were .once the ob- 


jective of religion and education; 
now we are more concerned over 
n. man's lot than over man's life 
Robust spirits. 
which ' can rise 


above nny fate, mav scarcely be 
called fashionable today. The mod- 
ern father's desire for his children 
is to leave them a competnce, so 
Hint they will not have to battle 
with the world as he bad to do. 
By that program myriads of young 
people are being suffocated 
and 


enervated. 


Tired Eyes or Deep Eyes. 


Is it too pessimistic to say that 


one looks into more tired eyes than 
quiet, deep, peaceful, assured eyes 
in the course of a day's journey- 
ing? 
Jaded youth, wearied age, 


whole groups of persons seeking, 
by fantastic ways, to get a "kick" 
out of life, are one clear conse- 
quence of our having put pleasure 
and comfort first. 


As Jesus knew and taught, life is 


not all ease and play. They alone 
master fate who have learned how 
to suffer and to endure and still to 
strive. The cross is the key that 
unlocks the mystery of existence. 
We may pity the person who has 
never suffered deeply. 
For it is 


cross-bearing souls in the shadoiv- 
*d valley, who come Into fellow- 
ship with the cross-bearing Christ. 
The real light of His life is reveal- 
ed in the shadow of the cross. 


When Death Leads to Life. 
Fate cannot hurt the spirit that 


is not 
afraid of 
suffering or 
of 


death. 
Victory is always 
with 


those who dare to die for a truth, 
a cause, a service. 
In. the pro- 


found philosophy of Jesus, 
the 


cross-bearers are the life-sharers. 
Only those who have been willing 
to be lifted up on some Cavary 
have drawn me nunto them. 


As He faced,-, with unblanched 


face and unblinking eyes, the cru- 
cifixion which He so clearly saw 
awaiting Him. Jesus taught His 
friends, 
for whom 
He 
coveted 


earnestly the best gifts, that the 
way home is he Way of the Cross. 
The road of redtmpion runs over 
the hill called Calvary. It behoov- 
ed Him to suffer and to die, that 
mankind might live. Later, made 
wiser by experience 
and by tho 


Spirit, these same disciples were 
also to walk the ''Vio Crucis." And 
In all the experience of the Chris- 
tian church, her days of power 
have been her times 
when the 


Cross was most real to her; when 
suffering and opposition and per- 
secution were her lot. It is the 
Cross of Christ that breaks man's 
stubborn will and melts his heart, 


Wrung From a Poet' Heart. 
Dr. George Matheson, the blind 


Scotch preacher, once underwent 
an intense personal experience of 
suffering. This was not his depri- 
vation of sight; nor, as the common 
story has it, his rejection on 
ac- 


count of his affliction by the wo- 
man he loved; for he had been 
blind for twenty-five years when 
he wrote his famous hymn. 


But. on June 6, 1882, as he him- 


self has told the story, he passed 
through "the most severe mental 


suffering." 
The hymn 
was the 


fruit of that suffering." 
In the 


space of five minutes he 
penned 


the immortal lines, "O Love that 
wilt not let me go," which ends In 
Ihe heart-rending cry of resigna- 
tion, a veritable" echo of Gethsc- 
mane' 
''O cross that liftest up my head, 
I dare not ask to fly from thee, 
I lay in dust life's glory dead, 
And from the ground there bos- 


soms red, 


Life that shall endless be."

OKLAHOMA OIL WEIL 


BARTLESVILLE, Okla., April 3 


—W—Hope of curbing the flow" of 
the Mary Sudik No. 1, mammoth 
Indian Territory Illuminating Oil 
Company gusher in the Oklahoma 
City field and the most tfouble- 
somc outlaw in the history of the 
Mid-continent area, rested today in 
Homer Craig Cf Tampico, Mexico, 
and a new bonnet which he wilt 
try to slip over the well during the 
day. 
This was the announcement 


here this afternoon by H. V. Fos- 
ter, president of the company. 
Craig, an oil engineer, has made 
a specialty of handling wild wells. 
He was summoned yesterday by 
wire from Tampico by Foster and 
set out for Oklahoma City by air- 
plane. He will take charge of the 
operations immediately upon his 
arrival, which was expected mo- 
mentarily, 


OKLAHOMA CITY, April 3.—(« 
—Hemmed about by a 
zone of 


-solitude in which only those per- 
sons having most urgent business 
were permitted, the Mary Sudik 
number 1, mammoth gusher, run- 
ning wild for more than a week, 
today awaited a new "bonnet." 
Hurling oil over the countryside 


for miles .around, the well, proper- 
ty of the I. T. I. O. company, vir- 
tually saturated the South Okla- 
home City field with oil. 
This 


condition created such a menace 
from possible 
lire, that C. R. 
O'Neal, state 
fire marshal,' late 
yesterday designated a "fire haz- 
ard zone" for two miles about the 
big well. 
Guards were stationed 
with orders to halt all persons not 
bearing passes or permits. 


The 
mammoth "bonnet," con- 


structed 
by 
engineers especially 


for the well, which ripped out cas- 
ings and connections through the 
force of its gas flow of 200,000,000 
cubic feet a day, weighed 
3,000 
pounds. 
It was a master gate, 


equipped with special connections 
which would permit it to be an- 
chored into place, once settled over 
the top of the casing. 
The "bon- 


net" was fitted with a series of 
valves, so the well could be put 
under control once it la In place.
